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Writing in the new issue of The New York Review of Books , Professor 
Richard H. Popltin presents the first systematic theory suggesting how 
Oswald may have conspired with others to assassinate the President. 

Professor Popldn, Chairman of the Department of Philosophy at the 
University of California, San Diego, writes: "The evidence seems to me 

co-selling that there was a second Oswald, that his presence was Ueing ^ 
forced on people's notice, and that he played a role on November 22, 19&3* 

professor Popldn' s article is based on evidence that appears in 
the 26 volumes of the Ylarren Commission Report , but was neglected by 
the Commission itself, as well as on new evidence that has appearedin 
recent weeks. He shows, for example, that on S^tenher a, the Cjn- 

mission received a potentially significant report from the FBI concern- 
ing a nan "similar in appearance to Lee Harvey Oswald, hut that in 
the mad rush to publish” nothing was done by the Commission to follow 

up this report.

Eut the Commission never ex- 
emined^photographs of the body taken during the autopsy in order o 
ascertain the truth. 

"If Kennedy was shot in the back," he writes, .then it seems 
niiVrlv that anything can redeem a one-assassin theory... the Comnis- 
sign's RepoS S no attempt to resolve the contradiction between the 
FEI reports and the autopsy. The question whether the FBI reports were 
accurate can only be answered if the photographs of the autopsy and 
i hr y ravs are cade available for examination by responsible and in- 
dU'enfoSer^rl, if not by the public at large. Since the Comission's 
theory of a single assassin depends heavily on this point, the photos and 
X-reys should be cade available immediately.
